Young Man Seeks Position 
T 
HE ARGUMENT was all about 
a young man named John Mark. 
Young people do not always real­ 
ize how often they are discussed 
by their elders, or how much those 
discussions affect their lives. 
A 
young m an applies for a job (which 
he would rather call a “position” ) 
and he 
either gets the job or he 
does not. But he never sees the 
files. He never hears the conver­ 
sations about himself. 
He never 
knows just what rem ark got him 
the job—or cost him the job, as 
the case may be. So John Mark 
m ay never have known just what 
Paul and Barnabas said about him. 
The facts were plain. John 
Mark was a native of Jerus­ 
alem, son of a woman at least 
well-off enough to have a large 
house of her own.

But when 
the party landed on the hot steamy 
shore of Pamphylia, and when the 
missionary expedition was about to 
take off over the high lonesome 
ranges through bandit country, John 
M ark left the party and took the 
first boat back to home and moth- 


Two Bosses 
WE HAVE no idea why he went. 
Maybe he had good reasons, 
maybe not. Anyway, we do know 
that he quit. And that was all Paul 
wanted to know. A new missionary 
party was being 
rn.'de up, 
and 
Barnabas wanted to take his young

again.

Paul 
could not see it. 
Why take a man who had al­ 
ready fallen down on one job?

take an 
assistant that 
could not be depended upon? 
The argument between Mark’s 
two bosses boiled down to this: 
Paul judged their assistant on 
past performance. It was all he 
had to go by. Barnabas judr"d 
Mark by his love for him and 
his belief in him. The quarrel 
was sharp, and the two old 
friends could not agree. Final­ 
ly 
the 
incredible 
happened: 
Paul and Barnabas parted com­ 
pany, and each went his sep­ 
arate way from that time for­ 
ward. 
What happened to Barnabas we 
do not know. But we do know that 
Barnabas was right about John 
Mark. Years later we read in more 
than one letter from Paul that Mark 
was a real help to him. We find 
that another great leader, Simon 
Peter, called Mark his “son.” These 
leaders of the Christian church, 
though they might differ on some 
things, agreed about Mark, that he 
was a man to rely on.

What This Goes to Show 
ALL THIS GOES to show several 
things. For one, it is clear 
that even an Apostle may be wrong. 
No man can be an infallible judge 
of another man. And another thing: 
You can’t judge a man on his rec­ 
ord alone. There may be more in 
the man than the record shows. 
On the other hand, people 
do judge others by their rec­ 
ords. The dubious young man 
does not always have a rela­ 
tive who will give'him the bene­ 
fit of the doubt. 
If your record is bad, you must 
realize that there are numbers of 
people, even good people, who will 
judge you by that alone.

Death rates for the area were 
both above and below the aver­ 
age, although the grim reaper 
did stalk fewer times in ten of 
the counties during 1949 than the 
preceding year. 
Wise County had the ideal sit­ 
uation for population increase — 
more births and less deaths than 
in 1948. But the birth rate wasj 
20.4 per 1,000 population, com­ 
pared to the statewide average 
of 26.2, using 1950 census figures 
in both instances.

Mr. Mote who is a member of 
the Frozen Food Locker Institute 
is in close touch with the war 
situation. He receives special bul­

plants and frozen foods. In ac­ 
cordance with advice from the 
Institute, he is putting his plant 
in tip-top shape and is providing 
for emergencies which might be 
caused by an all-out war with 
Russia.

There is no shortage of meat 
at the present time according to 
Mr. Mote, who reports that it is 
still possible to get good grades 
of beef and pork for storage in 
a locker.

War to Have Strong 
Influence on Markets 


L. H. Simerl of the University of 
Illinois predicts unsettled markets 
during the months ahead.

In peace or war, retailing is 
primarily concerned with the wel­ 
fare of the consumer— if only for 
the reason that in the long run 
consumer welfare will determine 
the retailer’s welfare. During and 
directly after the last w ar retail­ 


ing did a splendid job in fighting 
the black market, in pointing out 
the dangers in consumer hoard­ 
ing, and in m aking a limited sup­ 
ply of goods go around as equit­ 
ably as possible. The experience 
this gained places it in a better 
position than ever before to serve 
in any kind of an emergency. 
Disquieting reports of scarce 
buying and hoarding have ap­ 
peared again. It is to the great 
credit of retailing that the vast 
m ajority of store operators are 
urging that consumers buy nor­ 
mally, and are pointing out that 
the supply of goods of alm ost all 
kinds 
is 
fully 
adequate. 
The 
hoarder is a menace at a time 
like this. The intelligent and pa­ 
triotic consumer will cooperate 
with retailing in preventing short­ 
ages and m aladjustm ents in the 
supply 
machine 
by 
purchasing 
only what he needs.

With a record of 17,500 farm 
people killed in accidents, and 
with 1,500,000 disabling injuries 
among farm people caused by 
accidents, it is easily understand­ 
able why farm work is the most 
dangerous occupation among the 
six m ajor industries in the Unit­ 
ed States. Death and injury rec­ 
ords show that it is much safer 
to work in munitions plants, un­ 
derground mines, steel mills, aii- 
plane factories and, in fact, much 
safer to be a member of the arm ­ 
ed forces during a period of war 
than to work on a farm in the 
United 
States. 
With 
approxi­ 
mately 15 percent of the nation’s 
workers employed in agriculture, 
almost one-fifth of the fatal ac­ 
cidents are among farm workers. 
Almost 40 percent of the farm 
accidents occurred in the farm 
home. This is a much higher rate 
than the home accidents in cities 
and 
towns. 
Falls 
caused 
the 
greatest number of accidents on 
the farm . Machinery was second 
and handling livestock was third 
in causing accidents. Practically 
all accidents can be prevented 
and the following rules for farm 


safety, if observed, will prevent 
m ost farm and ranch accidents: 
1. Keep walkways and 
ops in 
good 
repair, unobstructed and 
well lighted. 
2. Keep ladders in good repair 
and easily accessible in ca~e of 
emergency. 
3. Always stop a machine be­ 
fore unclogging, oiling, or adjust­ 
ing it. Keep all machine guards 
and safety devices in place. 
4. Don’t wear loose and floppy 
clothes around machinery, 
5. Start tractors smoothly and 
turn corners slowly—avoid ditch 
banks and soft ground—always 
hitch to the drawbar. 
6. Speak to anim als when ap­ 
proaching them. Keep them calm 
by acting with calm self assur­ 
ance yourself. 
7. Always keep bulls in safe 
bull pens. Never handle bulls un­ 
less they are properly restrained. 
8. Know and obey all traffic 
laws. 
Stop driving if you get 
sleepy. Never ride with a driver 
who has had a “ drink.” 
9. Keep your back straight and 
lift heavy loads with your leg 
muscles. Don’t try to lift any­ 
thin that is too heavy for you. 
10. Use the right tools for the 
job—make sure they are in good 
condition—keep th em jln a safe 
place. 
11. Give prompt attention to 
even minor injuries. 
12. Keep guns unloa^m^ except 
when actually using thedi. Treat 
every gun as though it were load­ 
ed. And NEVER aim at anything 
you don’t want to stjqg|p» 
13. Don’t use kerosene to start 
fires. Pour kerosene or gasoline 
outdoors to prevent the accumu­ 
lation of treacherous vapors. Dry 
clean outdoors.

Don’t smoke around the 
barn. 
15. Never swim alone. Never 
dive into water without first de­ 
termining the depth. 
And be 
careful around boats of any kind 
—never stand up in small boats. 
With this kind of a safety rec­ 
ord on the American farm , every 
farm er and rancher should have 
a safety hazard hunt on his place 
to see what he can do to prevent 
accidents for the victim will prob­
